Present Itinerary of Hoover's Good Will 


MANY SAVED MAY BE SUFFER­ 
ING FROM SHOCK AND 
EXPOSURE 
New York, Nov. 13.—(UP)—A 
feet of rescue vessels today had 
reached from 207 to 212 survivors 
of the 339 passengers and crew of 
the liner Vestris. which sank off 
the Virginia Capes yesterday. 
Other ships were standing by to 
peck up more. 
Those who had survived a night 
of horror in open lifeboats, life­ 
belts and rafts and bits of wreck­ 
age included the following: 
Eight taken aboard the battle- 
ship Wyoming. 
Twenty-three aboard the S. S. 
Berlin. 
Fifty-three aboard the S. 
S. 
Mayriam. 
A number estimated at from 123 
to 128 aboard the S. S. American 
Shipper. 
Early messgaes giving the num­ 
ber saved conflicted with the total 
of passengers and crew listed by 
captains of the rescue vessels in 
reports to shore. 
The S. S. Berlin, which earlier 
had reported saving 21, listed ffve 
passengers. 16 members of the crew 
and an unidentifled stewardess, 
and one person, sound asleep, un­ 
able to identify himself. 
This 
made a total of 23. 
The American Shipper after say­ 
ing it had rescued 33 passengers 
and SO of the crew listed 38 pas­ 
sengers. 
It gave no crew list, 
leaving doubt whether this differ­ 
ence of five passeftgvrs should be 
added to th# total of 123 saved or 
subtracted from the crew total of 
90.

New Y ork. Nov. 13.— Capt. MU 
chel! of th e S. S. A m erican Shipper 
radioed th is afternoon th a t he had 
aboard 38 passengers of the stricken 
Vestris. 
E arlie r he had sent word 
he had 33 passengers and 90 m em ­ 
bers of th e crew. 


Washington, Nov. 13.—A radio 
maaaage intercepted by the Phila­ 
delphia navy yard reported that 
an unnamed Vesesl picked up life­ 
boat Ne. 13 of the Vestris with 21 
passengers at 10:30 A. M. and also 
rescued one man who was swim­ 
ming. 


New York. Nov. 13.— (U P ) — A 
drama of horror was pieced together 
from radio flashes today as rescue 
vessels picked up a m ajority of the 
339 passengers and 
crew 
of 
the 
sunken liner V estris who had spent 
16 to 22 hours In lifeboats, on rafts. 
on bits of w reckage and in lifebelts 
on the choppy A tlantic. 
The epic of the sea began before 
noon yesterday when the 
Vestris. 
w ater logged, started sinking 
240 
railes off the V irginia Capes. 
It 
reached a clim ax at 1:23 when Radio 
Operator 
M ichael 
J. 
O’Loughlin 
flashed the word to ships speeding 
toward him : "T aking to 
lifeboats 
now.** 
It w as n igh tfall before any ships 
reached th e scene. 
It was 2:25 A. 
M. today before the first lifeboat's 
Sard w as sighted by the S. S. Ameri­ 
can Shipper and its survivors, 
as 
much dead as alive, were pulled to 
astely. 
Other rescues fellow ed

ships cam e alongside the American 
Shipper, their searchlights sw eeping 
the billow y sea for tiny craft that 


C atania. Sicily, Nov. IS.— (U P ) — 
A thick cloud of dense, black sm oke 
pouring from M ount E tna's c ra te rs 
today had its silver lining as a pos­ 
sible h arb in g er of decreasing a c tiv ­ 
ity in the volcano’s destructive e ru p ­ 
tion. 
The wide stream s of lava, cooling 
more rapidly in th e ir descent, w ere 
much slower. 
T h eir m ovem ent had 
become, in m any places, a m a tte r of 
feet per hour instead of yards. 
Rich farm lands, intensively c u lti­ 
vated. to the e x te n t of more 
th a n 
3,000 acres had been 
laid 
w aste. 
More th an 700 homes, in clu d in g tw o 
whole towns, had been buried u n d er 
the lava as it 
rolled 
relentlessly 
down the m ountain, leaping as high 
as IOO feet as it shrivelled houses 
and trees. 
F o rtu n ately , as far as could be 
learned, only tw o lives 
had 
been 
lost. T he tow ns of Mascali and Car- 
rabha w ere wiped out by the red 
rivers of m olten rock. 
Drfmage has been

high as $50,000,000.

It must have b een /a terrible e x ­ 
perience for the women— estim ated 
at about 60— and the 1 5 , children 
who had taken their places in life­ 
boats shortly after noon yesterday 
under the rule of the sea “ W omen 
and children flrst.” 
All night, huddled 
in 
the open 
boats under a driving rain and w ith 
seas white-capped by lusty 
w inds, 
they had searched for a sight of res­ 
cue steam ers. 
The men may have 
pulled at the oar. but their progress 
must have seemed slow 
Even worse off were those 
who 
had jio lifeboats, but bobbed about 
on sm all rafts, clung to w reckage or 
were buffeted this w ay and that with 
no support except the lifebelts hold­ 
ing them up. 
The bitter cold pf the 
wind and rain m ust have seemed a,- 
nothing to them compared w ith the 
cold of the sea itself. 
Toward noon, after most 
of

lifeboats had been rescued, the S. 8 
Berlin flashed ashore 
these 
brief 
m essages telling the most graphic 
story of all: 
"Rescued m an— believed dead - 
in drifting lifeboat." 
"Rescued one man drifting in life 
belt. 
T ells G ist woman w ith child 
ti drifting here w ithin radius of tw o 
m iles."

ties arisin g from the recent failure 
of the Geneva naval conference. 
The 
governm ent, 
he 
continued. 
had hoped th a t o th er countries In 
tu rn would be w illing to m ake con­ 
cession* to m atch those of England 
and F rgnc^. 
"B u t as It tu rn ed o u t." he said, 
" n o n e g o ! the A nglo-French conces­ 
sions w ere acceptable. 
Hence there 
is no prospect of carry in g the m at­ 
ter fu rth e r." 
Baldw in told the house th at the 
early stages of the rep a ratio n s issue 
had opened satisfactorily.

gressm an F. (’. Stevens, 
From 1917 
to 1919 he WHR special assistant a t­ 
torney general of 
M innesota 
and 
counsel for the M innesota Commis­ 
sion of Public Safety. 
Iii 1919 Mr. Tlghe 
was 
elected 
vice president of th** M innesota Bar 
Association nnd the following year 
was matte president of th a t organiza­ 
tion. 


For three m onths prior 
to

death Mr. T lghe had Ireen suffering 
from acute Insomnia which had de­ 
prived him of sleep for a long period 
and had induced a condition of n er­ 
vous depression.

Two views of the recently adopted j?anoline tax amendment 
are taken by the Star and the Journal of Minneapolis. 
The idea 
of the Minneapolis Star is that help must now be provided for the 
most-used roads and the paper says: 
The amendment by which one-third of the gasoline tax in 
Minnesota is diverted to state aid roads has been adopted by so 
large a vote as to make the change clearly the will of the majority. 
The state now faces the vital problem as to what is to be done 
to preserve and, if possible, further develop its trunk highway 
system, used by 70 per cent of our traffic and only partially com 
pleted. 
Not far from .$2,000,000 is taken from the state trunk high­ 
way funds by the new amendment. 
Little money is left beyond 
the sum required for upkeep of the highways as they stand. Mean­ 
while traffic grows and many gravel highways become even more 
inadequate and more expensive to maintain. 
The most obvious answer to the problem will doubtless be 
found in an increase in the gasoline tax. 
What will happen to 
such a proposal in the legislature only time can tell. The fact that 
for etch cent of increase more than a quarter of a million dollars 
will be added to the sum given by the now amendment to county 
boards for use on state aid roads may make the country legisla­ 
tors friendly to it. With such a proposal will doubtless come a re­ 
newal of agitation for a bond issue for paving as much of the 
trunk highway system as possible. 
It will be up to the next Legislature to devise some plan b.v 
which the main highways can be properly protected and improved. 
The State must not go backward in its transportation facilities. 
The Minneapolis Journal asks “why forty-five thousand Min­ 
neapolis voters should have cast their ballots in favor of a plan 
that will cost them more than six dollars for each additional State* 
aid riollar spent on Hennepin County’s local roads, indeed sur­ 
passes understanding,” and continues: 
Perhaps most of these were “blunder votes” of individuals 
who confused the two Constitutional Amendments submitted in 
the recent election. Perhaps some of them were cast by indignant 
pedestrians, willing and eager to help penalize the motorist. Per­ 
haps a great many were votes of indulgent citizens wishing to “do 
something for tho rural counties,” apparently oblivious of the fact 
that Minneapolis, St. Paul and Duluth are already paying nearly 
half the bills for all the more important roads in the rural coun­ 
ties— the Trunk Highways. 
At any rate, forty-five thousand Minneapolitans did vote for 
the Amendment, and thousands of voters in St. Paul and Duluth 
did likewise, and these urban votes, added to the heavy support 
accorded the Amendment out over the State, were enough to put it 
across. 
However, that is milk 
is already spilt. 
The “soak the 
cities” idea won out, and moaning about it now is going to do no 
good. 
The concion of both city and country now should be the 
salvation of the Trunk Highway System, and that can be accom­ 
plished only by an increase in the gasoline tax. 
If the next Legislature should authorize a bond issue for im­ 
mediate wholesale paving, then the tax inevitably must go to four 
cents, instead of the present two cents—a little less than half the 
extra revenue being necessary to refund the bonds, and consider­ 
ably more than half being necessary to make the contribution to 
the State Road and Bridge Fund now ordered by the sovereign 
voters. 
Should the legislature refuse a bond issue, a tax boost of one 
cent a gallon would take care of the Road and Bridge Fund and 
leave the Trunk Highway Fund at its present figure. 
Doubling the gasoline tax will mean that Hennepin County 
must pay into the Road and Bridge Fund somewhere around $732!- 
000 a year, in exchange for not more than $108,000 a year in 
State aid. 
Nevertheless, The Journal favors doubling the tax and issu­ 
ing the bonds.

Doubling the gasoline tax will mean that Hennepin County 
must pay into the Road and Bridge Fund somewhere around $732,- 
000 a year, in exchange for not more than $108,000 a year in 
State aid. 
Nevertheless, The Journal favors doubling the tax and issu­ 
ing the bonds.

college. “An individual record Is kept 
of every cow in Mr. Morrow s herd. 
During May, the eleven cow s compos­ 
in g this herd, produced SHJ! pounds 
!of butterfat which sold for 42 cents 
a pound and brought In 6130.75. 
The 
'skim milk left on the farm after the 
cream was sold had a feed value of 
j|29.fi7, making the total Income amount 
to $100.32.“ 
Mr. Arey states that these eleven 
cows were fed 2,209 pounds of a hOme- 
1 grown grain mixture made by mixing 
I together 200 pounds of corn meal. Its! 
I pounds of cottonseed meal and loo 
pounds of crashed oats, which was 
I valued at $40 a ton or $.">2.19 for tho 
amount fed. 
The animals also con 
slimed oat straw valued at $6.80 and 
were grazed on a grass aud clover 
pasture for which a charge of $2 per 
head was made. The loial feed bill 
was thus $80.99, leaving a net Income 
of $70.33. 
On this basis, states Mr. Arey, the 
cows paid $9.21 each for their pas­ 
ture. The cows consumed 23.6 bush­ 
els of corn In the form of meal and 
allowing all charge* for the feed­ 
stuffs, the animals paid $4.46 a bushel 
for the SMB. This does not take into 
account the manure left on the place'.

Use Cartons for Butter 
for Sanitary Reasons 
The Increased use of cartons for 
sanitary reasons la packing butter for 
; retail sale Is considered advisable by 
health officials in 1U6 of 117 cities, 
according to a special survey being 
made by the bureau of agrlpulturHl 
economics, United States Department 
of Agriculture. 
These officials declared that carton* 
lessen tim llklihood of contamination 
both In the home aud in the retail 
store, and ore a means of checking 
the absorption of undesirable odor*. 
The department’s inquiry ta part of 
a general survey dealing with tile mer­ 
chandising of farm * products by co­ 
operative marketing organizations. Va­ 
rious merchandising methods are being 
studied with a view to emphasizing 
practices in the interests of both pro­ 
ducers and consumers. 


I Daily Portion of Skim 
Milk for Young Calves 
Tile young calf usually will lake 
about six to ten pounds of skim milk 
I daily, which ta increased gradually to 
sixteen to twenty pounds by the time 
the calf is four months old. In addi­ 
tion, a little grain and some good al­ 
falfa or other legume hay is provided. 
During tills time, cleanliness of feed 
and surroundings are of great Itnpor- 
lance. If it is possible to have each 
calf tied separately, the amount of 
feed can he regulated better ami the 
feeder cun watch the condition of each 
calf more easily. The most practical 
plan is to provide a row of simple 
stanchions in which the calves may 
be held at feeding time. At all other 
! times they should be left free to run 
‘ in their pen or lot.

tle . 
“It takes good cows on a good pns- 
| ture to pay such returns but tile rec- 
•ords kept on Mr. Morrow’s herd by 
the tester of the Iredell Cowtesting 
‘association show this to be a fact," 
says John A. Arey, dairy extension 
specialist at the North Carolina State 
college. “An Individual record is kept 
■ of every cow In Mr. Morrow's herd, 
'During May, the eleven cows compos­ 
iting this herd, produced 311.3 pounds 
|of butterfat which sold for 42 cents 
: a pound and brought in $130.75. The 
• Skim milk left on the farm after the 
cream was sold had a feed value of 
$29.57, making the total income amount 
lo $100.32." 
Mr. Arey states that these eleven 
j cows were fed 2,209 pounds of a Itftnie- 
I grown grain mixture made by mixing 
I together 200 pounds of corn meal, IOO 
I pounds of cottonseed meal and KHI 
pounds of crushed oats, which was 
{valued at $46 a ton or $52.19 for tho 
{amount fed. 
The animals also con: 
Burned oat straw valued at $0.80 and 
were grazed on a grass and clover 
{pasture for which a charge of $2 per 
;head was made. The total feed bill 
was thus $80.99, leaving a net Income 
ot $70.33. 
On this basis, states Mr. Arey, the 
cows paid $9.21 each for their pas­ 
ture. The cows consumed 23.0 bush­ 
els of corn in the form of meal nndi 
allowing' all charges for the feed­ 
stuffs, the animals paid $4.40 a bushel 
tor the corn. This does not take info' 
account the manure left on the pines*. 
Therefore, states Mr. Arey, the man 
who has cows above the average, a 
; good pasture and will grow bls hay 
land grain mixtures at home can nmke( 
j money selling cream. Tile dairy cow, 
I in bis opinion, is one of the very best 
{markets for the surplus feedstuffs pro-

The young calf usually will take 
about six to ten pounds of skim milk 
•daily, which is increased gradually to 
sixteen to twenty pounds by the time 
the calf is four months old. In addi­ 
tion, a little grain and some good al­ 
falfa or other legume hay Is provided. 
During this time, cleanliness of feed 
and surroundings are of great impor­ 
tance. If it is possible to have each 
calf tied separately, the amount of 
feed can he regulated better and the 
feeder can watch the condition of each 
calf more easily. The most practical 
plan Is to provide a row of simple 
stanchions in which the calves may 
be held at feeding time. At all other 
times they should he left free to run 
In their pen or lot.
